WAKES CONTEST NUMBER FEW 


No Such Conditions Prior to Last 
Convention 
CHICAGO, May 26.— There will be 
fewer delegate seats contested in the 
republican national convention, which 
meets in the Coliseum on June 7, than 
In any other n«ational convention of 
the party In 20 years. 
With all the 
9S5 delegates to the 1916 convention 
elected, with the exception of those 
from West Virginia, which will 
be 
chosen by direct primary June 6, only 
53 cntests have been filed with Sec- 
retray Reynolds of the republican na­ 
tional committee. 
Four 
years agt) 
more than half of the delegate seats 
were In dispute and the national com­ 
mittee held daily sessions for more 
than three weeks hearing contests. 
When the national committee m eets 
June I to dispose of this year's con­ 
tests it will expect to 
com plete 
Its 
work in three days. 
“The adoption of th© direct prim ary 
in the election of delegates to the na­ 
tional convention by a large num ber 
of states is responsible for the great 
decrease In the num ber of contests,” 
said Secretary Reynolds.

Some of the objectors to the bill claim 
that it is class legislation, hut the facts that it is permissive and 
not mandatory, and that it is open to all manufacturers, are 
the answer to this contention.

At Camaguey you get a glimpse of 
the real Cuba. In fact you can get a 
long, full look at It, lf you care to 
stay a few days in this 
placid 
old 
town, until the touch of boredom has 
worn off, until monotony has ceased 
to irk you, and the spell of unhur­ 
ried aimless hours has taken hold. 
The road 
to 
Camaguey 
leads 
through fields of sugar and tobacco, 
where wide-hatted natives work In 
the sun. That in itself 
is the 
real 
Cuba, for Cuba is above all thnlgs a 
farm er’s Island. When you see Cuba 
cartooned in a Cuban paper It Is al­ 
ways as the figure of a peasant. The 
artist may draw a soft-eyed raven- 
haired damsel to represent the na­ 
tion. but when he sets out to sketch 
a figure of the people he draws the 
man with the hoe. 
Tropic 
farmland 
has a beauty 
that tem parate farmlands lack. The

Determined 


M aintaining th at from the tim e of 
its endowment and establishm ent un­ 
der the provisions of the will of the 
late C. C. W ashburn, the institution 
at Eighth and Main streets has been 
a public library In every tense of the 
word, and th at it may legally receive 
from the city such sums as may be 
appropriated by the common council 
to aid in its maintenance, Baldwin

burn: th at chapter 238 of the laws j 
of 1897 authorises all cities of less j 
than 60,000 population to levy a spe­ 
cial library tax, and th a t th© city of 
I^a Crosse has complied with this law 
in providing for the raising of $6,000 
per year as a special library fund. 
It is claimed th at the circuit court 
erred in finding th a t the library is a 
private corporation, and in suppport 
of this contention a section of the will 
in which Mr. W ashburn provided th at 
the institution should be called the 
’La Crosse public library," is quoted. 
In the argum ent issue is taken with 
Judge Higbee In raising the question 
of the constitutionality of an ap p ro­ 
priation by the city to aid a library 
and in finding th a t m unicipality has 
no such power and cannot be given 
the authority by the legislature.
